Too Much Territory 


British answer on Uncle Sam's -request 


to extend territorial waters nine miles to 


sea is about what one would expect. Prohibi- 
tion is a private American problem, in which 
Great Britain has no particular interest. She 
will not encourage British bootlegging, 
will 


do what she may under existing conditions to 
repress smuggling from her possessions, but 
she will not accept a new principle in interna- 
tional law which would have effects in many 
other directions disturbing existing an-ange- 
ments, just to help Uncle Sam enforce his law. 
We do not think the British attitude can seri- 
ously be questioned. She has no obligation to 
help us enforce our laws, and if the United 
States has not the will or the power to prevent 
the landing of smuggled liquor, or its sale after 
it is landed, that is our' affair. 
Indeed, it is 


doubtful whether a twelve-mile instead of a 
three-mile limit for territorial waters would 
help much. And even were it to be as effective 
as hoped, there would still be smuggling across 
the Canadian border and the Mexican border 
to deal with, which the extension of the right 
of search and seizure at sea would not even 
touch. On the other hand, should such a prin- 
ciple be accepted, it would have many ramifi- 
cations. In war-time naval operations and mine 
fields would be legitimatized which are now- 
forbidden as unjustly interfering with neutral 
commerce. Coastal navigation 
codes would 


have to be re-written. 
No doubt there 
are 


many other disturbances which would appeal- 
were the thing adopted. 
Dispatches indicate 


that the American proposal will be dropped, 
which is sensible. 
We could never defend it 


except from the standpoint of the prohibition- 
ist who regards the abolition of liquor as the 
most important matter before the government. 
And we could never get foreign nations to ac- 
cept this view. 


We shall have similar trouble, doubtless, 


with the edict forbidding foreign vessels 
to 


bring liquor into American ports. Under any 
doctrine of international law it should be suffi- 
cient for these vessels honestly to seal up their 
liquor supplies while they are in American 
territorial waters. If they do not do this hon- 
estly, but allow leaks, that is a violation of 
local law which American police powers are 
ample to stop—if they are honestly and pur- 
posefully used. There is no need to make an 
international controversy about 
it. 
Foreign 


powers will not question our right to arrest 
and punish bootleggers from their ships break- 
ing our laws. But they will emphatically ob- 
ject to Uncle Sam's extension of his domestic 
legislation to the high seas.

What Counts in Politics 


1ITE don't suspect General Hell-Maria Dawes 
' • of planning a foray in politics. The gen- 
eral has too much of the knack of plain speak- 
ing, and too little respect for the great Poo- 
Bahs of politics to be much of a success in 
partisan political maneuvers. But he is a man 
of sense, and he has struck upon the core of 
the great political system. 


He said the other day to an interviewer 


"I am a wiser man than I was three years ago. 
What the press and public like is an 'attack.' 
Jump on somebody and the crowd is with you. 
If you try to argue you'll get nowhere." 


Now that is the sovereign specific, the poli- 


ticians' philosopher's stone by which all ob- 
stacles are made to disappear. 
Denunciation, 


denunciation, and more denunciation. Jump 
somebody always. Of course the attack must 
be directed against somebody who has 
few 


votes and can't fight back, or against some im- 
aginary demon or evil that, having no existence, 
can't protest. But denunciation always! 
It 


has won campaigns since Heck was a pup, and 
shows no sign of losing its punch. 


General Dawes' remark, we think, deserves 


to be embalmed in history with the wise crack 
made by Senator Borah on the same day, as 
offering between them the epitome of thfr actual 
principle and practice of American 
politics. 


Senator Borah said: "I don't care two cents 
about a platform. All this is rot about mak- 
ing and writing a platform., It is forgotten 
before you get home." 


There you are, citizens—that's what two 


of the keenest men in American 
public life 


think of the sincerity of our political activities. 
Paraphrased, they mean that the people pay 
no attention to the issues, and that all that 
counts is noise. And the dickens of it is that 
it is too uncomfortably near the truth to be 
palatable.

lier, began Monday at the University 
of Pennsylvania museum by Nath- 
aniel Reich, formerly of the Univer- 
sity of Vienna, said to be one o£ only 
three living scholars capable of read- 
ing Demotic, which was the short- 
hand of heiroglyphics. 


The sheets were found in sealed 


cylinders or jars in the forecourt of 
a" tomb at Thebes by Dr. Clarence S. 
Fisher, and Egyptologists have been 
waiting impatiently for 
nearly

year to learn the secrets of ancient 
Egypt hidden in the mystic writing. 


Enough deciphering has been done 


to ascertain that the sheets contain
